Oaajraia R. pr. s native Babcock In- 
a bill n moping the dutl 
taoufactures of iron and steel 
controlled ty the trust and there were 
other propositions to change the Dlng- 
1-y law— notably by the abolition of its 
provision for countervailing duties. It 
was generally assumed at the lime that 
Babcock 's bill was a mere bluff and 
that nothing more would be heard of 
it with the expiration of the Fifty- 
sixth Congress. Mr. Babcock now 
Mimes forward, however, and assures 
hecouotry that, this was a mistakeu 
ssumption. He was, he declares, hon- 
st io the introduction of bis bill. 
But be does not stop here. He will 
prove his sincerity by reintroducing 
the bill in the Dew Congress, and he 
will supplement this with bills for the 
abolition of the duties on plate glass 
and tin plate. 

Mr. Babcock adds, however, that the 
day whose coming the Courier- Journal 
has long predicted Is dawnlng-lhe day 
when the tariff beneficiaries themselves 
will be the strongest element demand- 
ing tariff reform. He says, reports the 
Chicago Chronicle, that "many of the 
beneficiaries of the tariff, especially 
such of them as have been Mi.-ces.sful 
abroad in 
the world,

they are supposed to enjoy under the 
Dingley tariff. And be specifies the 
producers of lumber, farm machinery 
and railroad and structural iron and 
steel." He adds that tariff reform 
legislation will engross much of the 
time of Congress at its next session 
and that the changes which will be 
made in the present law will probably 
be more radical than the most ardent 
free trader could hope for. 

There will, perhaps, be a disposition 
in many quarters to doubt that such 
radical changes In the tariff can be ef- 
fected at the next session. Most people 
are not yet ready to believe that any- 
thing like real tariff reform can come 
party, and 
to say that if 
Mr Babcock shall press the measures 
they will be stubbornly and effectually 
resisted in bis party. 

Still, stranger things have happened 
than the radical revision by the Re- 
publicans of the Dingley tariff in the 
direction of real reform. The Repub- 
lican party has not always been a par- 
ty of high protection. One of the se- 
crets of its success has been In seeing, 
and even foreseeing, the trend of pub- 
lic sentiment and trimming its sails 
accordingly. The party that less than 
six years ago was adrift on tbe moneta- 
ry sea, yet so quickly found its bearings 
and set its course when tbe first signs 
of the storm of 1896 appeared, is capa- 
ble of any reversal on the U-lff. 

Mr. Babcock was a member of the 
last Ways and Means Committee and 
is a member of the Republican Con- 
gressional Committee. Whether be is 
proceeding merely on hialpwa initiative 
or from a knowledge of changing senti- 
ment in his party it is not important 
to inquire at present. The probability 
of such tariff reform as be speaks of 
may be summed up very brifly.

In the case of How- 
ard the entire court agreed, but in 
the powers case it divided, four 
Republicans against the three 
Democrats. Now that political 
excitement has subsided, it is to 
be hoped that Powers and How- 
ard, together with others, may be 
tried without the wholesale abuse 
of the court that shall have juris- 
ion. In our judgment it will 
be easier to secure their conviction 
now than it was at their former 
trial, and when convicted upon 
unimpeachable evidence the pun- 
ishment should be administered 
and the clamer for their pardons 
end ; but we do not expeot the Re- 
publican organs to acquiesce in 
their trials, regardless of how they 
may proceed unless their acquittal 
is foreshadowed.
